NEW YORK, July 24 (AP).— 
Abolition of Federal income taxes 
on corporations and reliance on 
individual income levies for the 
chief source of Government rev- 


enues was proposed yesterday by 
Beardsley Ruml, sponsor of the 
pay-as-you-go tax plan, and a mer- 
chant banker, H. Christian Sonne. 

Ruml, who is treasurer of the 
department store, R. H. Macy & 
Co., and Sonne, president of the 
firm of Amsinck, Sonne & Co., 
made their suggestion in a study 
prepared for the National Plan- 
ning Association, a private organi- 
zation of business, labor and Gov- 
ernment representatives, with Wil- 
liam L. Batt of the War Produc- 
tion Board as ehairman. 

Principal reasons given for 
abolishing the corporate income 
tax and levying instead on such 
businesses only a 5 per cent fran- 
chise tax were: * 

1. It tends to raise the cost of 
goods and services, to keep 
wages lower than they otherwise 
might be, and to limit the yield 
on risk-bearing investment, 

2. Business judgment current- 
ly is distorted by tax consider- 
ations as they affect expendi- 
tures, pricing and capital. 

3. The corporate income tax 
imposes double taxation on divi- 
dend income without regard to

The Ruml-Sonne recommenda- 
tions on fiscal and monetary pol- 
icy are aimed, the authors said, at 
employment of 55 million people 
for 40 hours a week, and @ na- 
tional income of 140 billion dollars. 

In the flexibility of tax and 
budget policies proposed, views of 
another NPA member, Economist 
Alvin Hansen of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, were evident. Han- 
sen previously had suggested using 
Government spending and other 
fiscal operations to supplement 
private business employment. 

Specifically outlined in the tax 
discussion was a personal income 
tax at 16 per cent on all incomes 
plus surtaxes ranging from 1 per 
cent on $2000-$3000 a year to 50 
per cent on $500,000 or more a 
year. 

“Tax revenues should balance 
expenditures at some agreed level 
of high employment and high pro- 
duction,” the authors summarized, 
“and should provide for the amor- 
tization of the national debt when 
employment and production ex- 
ceed these levels, but not before. 

“The operations of the system 
of production and distribution 
should be, in general, Federal in- 
come tax free.”

LaGuardia, who said he planned 
to take similar action against 
other night spots, announced yes- 
terday that city tax lItens for 
$180,674 were filed against the 
Stork Club, $37,370 against Copa- 
cabana and $12,974 againgt La Vie 
Parisienne. 

Managers of the three clubs dé- 
nied they owed the city any money 
and Sherman Billingsley of the 
Stork Club said he had obtained 
a Supreme Court order for re- 
moval of a custodian posted on 
the club premises by the city. 


STRIKE STOPS BUILDING 
OF NAVY TUGS nERE 


Company Charges Striking 
Welders Blocked Work- 
ers at Plants. 


Construction of Navy tugs and 
lighters was stopped at both yards 
of the St. Louis Shipbuilding & 
Steel Co. today when, a company 
officer charged, striking welders 
“blocked and intimidated” other 
workers from entering the yards 
this morning. Approximately 350 
welders and cutters have been on 
strike since last Thursday over a 
jurisdictional dispute. . 

Spokesmen for the . United 
Brotherhood of Weldors, Cutters 
and Helpers of America, an unaf- 
filiated union, denied company 
charges of intimidation. The union 
voted against returning to work 
at a meeting Saturday night at- 
tended by 93 of the striking 
welders. 

Company and Navy officials are 
in conference today at the ship- 
yard in an effort to settle the dis- 
pute. A. A. Ahner, company labor 
relations consultant, said the strik- 
ers had refused to submit to arbi- 
tration pending a hearing on the 
question slated with the War La- 
bor Board for August 28. The 
union had demanded that the com- 
pany “cease and desist” from as- 
signing fitters to do “burning,” 4 
task which the strikers said 
should be the work of welders. 
The shipyards employ 1700 work- 
ers. 


HITLER ORDERS GERMAN ARMY 
TO USE NAZI PARTY SALUTE 


Upraised, Extended Arm Signal 
Replaces Gesture of Bringing 
Right Hand to Headgear. 
LONDON, July 2 (AP)— 
Adolf Hitler, moving swiftly to 
Nazify the German army, ordered 
the party salute substituted today

An official German news agen- 
cy broadcast said the change was 
made at the request of “all parts | 
of the armed forces as a sign of 
unbreakable loyalty and the clos- 
est attachment between the army 
and party.” 

“The salute by lifting the right 
hand to the headgear is replaced 
by the German salute,” the an- 
nouncement from the Fuehrer’s 
headquarters said. The “German” 
salute consists of raising the right 
hand in a Fascist manner to 
halfway between the shoulder and 
head, standing to attention at the 
same time, and—if the occasion 
calls for words—uttering “Heil

LOST ON WALLACE, 
GAINED TRUMAN 


Shares Victory With 
Bosses and South—In. 
Position of Power if 
Democrats Win.

WASHINGTON, July 24,— Or- 
ganized labor, previously a silent 
partner in the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration, demonstrated at the Chi- 
cago Democratic national con- 
vention last week that from now 
on it will insist on having an af- 
firmative voice in the conduct of 
the business. 

Although Philip Murray, presi- 
dent of the CIO, and Sidney Hill- 
man, chairman of its political ac- 
tion committee, were unable, with 
the support of the New Deal “‘lib- 
erals,” to renominate Vice Presi- 
dent Henry A. Wallace of Iowa, 
they did force War Mobilization 
Director James F. Byrnes of 
South Carolina to withdraw from 
the contest and helped nominate 
Senator Harry S. Truman of Mis- 
souri, their own comprémise can- 
didate. They are so pleased with 
the result that they will try to 
raise three million dollars to 
spend on the Roosevelt-Truman 
and local campaigns. 

But the city bosses—the profes- 
sional, practical fellows—and the 
so-called liberals and the South- 
ern “conservatives” also are 
pleased with Truman's victory on 
the second ballot. The city bosses,¢ 
such as Fiynn of the Bronx, 
Mayor Hague of Jersey and 
Mayor Kelly of Chicago, were not 
displeased by the withdrawal of 
Byrnes, who, they thought, would 
be’ unacceptable to their Catholic 
voters (Byrnes left the Catholic 
Church as a young man); their 
Negro constituents, who would op- 
pose any Southerner and the labor 
groups which found fault with 
Byrnes’ record as a Representa- 
tive, Senator, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice and as the War Mobilization 
Director, The Southerners were 
so happy over the prospéctive de- 
feat of Wallace that they wel- 
comed Truman’s nomination, 


Analysis of Roll Call, 


The elimination of Byrnes can- 
not be called wholly. a CIO vie- 
tory, even though the “practical 
politicians” had indicated they 
would have gone along for him 
had the President so demanded, 
and the defeat of Wallace cannot 
be called a defeat for the CIO, 
because Truman was announced 
as labor’s second choice before 
Byrnes withdrew, “in deference 
to the wishes of the President.” 


Were organized labor and its 
supporters in the convention re- 
sponsible for Truman’s nomina- 
tion? Not necessarily so. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt might have been 
able to put over the nomination 
of his friend Byrnes, if he had 
been willing to risk the displeasure 
of labor and Catholic and Negro 
voters in the election. No one has 
yet figured out labor’s actual 
strength among the convention. 
delegates. Analysis of the first 
roll call does not give the desired 
information because some of the 
states, like Connecticut, where 
the CIO is strong, were voting un- 
der the unit rule, and other states, 
like Georgia, were following the 
public lead from the White House 
for Wallace.

NAZI GUNMEN AT 
‘LAST-DITCH’ POSTS

MADRID, July 24. (AP).—The 
revolt of German generals, reports 
direct from Berlin say, has given 
Adolf Hitler and Heinrich Himm- 
ler the opportunity to snatch 
what power German Army leaders 
still held within the Reich. It 
also has enabled them to impose 


the last word in police terror rule 
on Germany. 

With the reopening of telephone 
communications between Berlin 
and Madrid it was learned that 
the SS Elite Guard, the Gestapo, 
Hitler Youth and the whole Nazi 
homeguard of gunmen now stand 
in the last-ditch position planned 
long ago against the day when 
the German military machine 
showed signs of a crackup. 

Hitler and the Nazis, in short, 
have won the latest dog-eat-dog 
battle of German militarists, who 
apparently know defeat is near. 


Sanchez Maspons, Berlin corre- 
spondent of the newspaper Infor- 
maciones, always well-informed on 
the German official version of 
any story, said the Nazis have 
“just overcome the last obstacles 
to the supreme concentration of 
political (police) power, which 
was clearly necessary since the 
defeat at Stalingrad and inevitable 
since the moment when the Bol- 
shevik armies took the front to 
the very frontiers of Prussia.” 

Maspons said the Germans in 
Berlin saw little signs of revolt 
except the complete SS military 
occupation of the official heart 
of Berlin. 

What he did not report—and 
what no correspondent could re- 
port—was that scores of German 
Army reserve battalions were con- 
fined to barracks without know- 
ing why until Hitler spoke and 
then it was too late.

“teller mine” placed under a map 
desk in Adolf Hitler's headquarters 
caused the explosion that slightly 
injured the Fuehrer Thursday, 

Another Swedish correspondent 
telephoned that the explosion blew 
off Hlitler’s trousers as well as 
those of the whole party of 14 
standing around the map table. 
Hitler, said the correspondent, 
changed his uniform, and when 
Benito Mussolini arrived a. short 
time later for a conference he held 
up the ragged pants to show the 
former Duce what had happened. 

Hitler was said to have been 
wounded in the right shoulder and 
back and had his hair singed. 

“It doesn’t matter,” he was 
quoted, “because my barber always 
fails to cut my hair short enough.” 

He was described as “the calm- 
est man in the group.”

Captain Orders Fire on Own Post 
To Halt Enemy, Killed, Gets D.S.C. 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).— 
An officer who ordered artillery 
to shell his own position to stop 
an enemy attack In Italy, and was 
killed when the order was carried 
out, has been awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Cross, 

Capt. Raiph C. Fisher of Hyatts- 
ville, Md., commanded a company 
of armored infantry assaulting 
Mount Portchia during the drive 
on Cassino, The outfit had been 
in action two days, suffering 
heavy losses—Fisher had only 
about 25 men left 

But he reached the highest 
peak of the objective, the Army 
reported today, setting up an ob- 
servation post there at 5 o'clock 
On the afternoon of Jan. 6. An 
hour later, he radioed his bat- 
talion commander for artillery 
fire to break up an enemy coun- 
terattack on his position, 


This officer, Lt. Col. Lyle J, 
Deffenbaugh of Omaha, Neb, tells 
the rest of the story in a report to 
his superiors: 

“It soon became apparent that 
the trajectory was too flat to

War May End ‘Earlier 
Than We Have Right to 
Say,’ He Tells R. A. F. 
Men on 3-Day Visit to 
France. 


LONDON, July 24 (AP),—In the 
first official Allied word on the 
crisis in Germany, Prime Minis- 
ter Winston Churchill said on a 
visit to Normandy there were 
“grave signs of weakness” in the 
Reich and predicted the war 
“might come to an end earler 
than we have a right to say.” 

The Germans “are in a great 
turmoil inside and none can meas- 
ure the extent,” Churchill told 
about 500 men who surrounded 
him after his plane landed at an 
R. A. F. flying field. He summed 
up Germany's internal crisis in 
these words: 

“Opposite you is an enemy whose 
eentral power is crumbling.” 

Declaring the Germans were 
mot happy.on the fighting fronts, 
Churchill remarked: 

“And now, suddenly boiling up 
in their stomachs, has come a 
deadly quarrel at home, It is not 
a nice thing for a man to hear 
of a revolution going on in his 
own country when he is being at- 
tacked.” 

His three-day visit to the Nor- 

mandy front was announced after 
he returned to London yesterday. 
While in Normandy he inspected 
Cherbourg and looked over one 
of the German flying bomb in- 
atallatiogs which had been cap- 
tured —— Americans, 
le of Air Power. 
_ At the R. A. F. field, where he 
made one of his several stops, he 
apoke of the great and un- 
precedented part the air forces 
played in the invasion and since 
then in “an extraordinary plan, 
the like of which never has been 
"geen before and the extent of 
‘which the enemy doesn’t even 
dream now.” 

Speaking of the recent attempt 
on Hitler’s life, Churchill said with 
an acid grin: 

“They missed the old bounder 
(a rough approximation of the 
word Churchill used)—but there's 
- time yet, 

- “There is a very great disturb- 

ance in the German machine. 
: Think how you would feel if there 
was a revolution at home (in Eng- 
Jand) and they were shooting at 
Cabinet Ministers.” 

Churchill went on to declare— 
to men who cheered him loudly 
- al) through his short speech—that 
- the Germans are being “smitten” 
' from the air, that the Russians 
' are rolling up on them from the 
_ east and that Gen. Alexander's 
“very large” armies are moving up 
in Italy. 

- “We may hope the war will be 
won soon,” he said, then added 
with a broadly humorous tone and 
gesture, “within two or three 
years. I never promised anything.” 
“Britain Starids High.” 

In proud voice and _Jooking pa- 
ternally into the faces of the 
young airmen before him, Chur- 
chill told them “Britain stands to- 
day as high as she ever stood in 
a thousand years. She is respected 
in every part of the world and 
loved by many.” 

After again saluting the R.A. F, 
for playing “a noble part first in 
the salvation of the country in 
1940 and ever since in gaining 
fresh honor” he concluded: 

“Victory is certain, a 
not tell when. Carry on the good 
work and God's blessing on you 
and the best of good luck.” 

Churchill told a group of men at 
a Canadian air field where he 
stopped briefly, “I think hopes of 
victory are sure, but whether it 
— soon or late I cannot 
te ” 

“We Desire No Oll Fields.” 

“It is no sterile victory to be 
won for lust or conquest or greed 
of one nation against another,” he 
said. “We have fought for honor 
and we seek no reward. We seek 
no territory, we desire no oil 
fields, we seek nothing that is not 
our own. But what is our own 
in the commonwealth, that we 
don't want any other people to 
express an opinion about. That 
we will firmly retain.” 

He conferred with Gen. Mont- 
gomery, and visited Caen with 
him Saturday. 

Churchill saw much of the Brit- 
ish-held zone, including scenes of 
the most recent fighting, and also 
inspected Cherbourg in company 
with Lt. Gen. John Lee of the 
United States Army.

The paucity of authorita- 
tive comment on the situation in 
itself wag viewed as significant.

Most of the candidates for nom- 
ination for United States Senator, 
both Republican and Democratic, 
addressed a crowded “political 
preview” luncheon arranged by 
the League of Women Voters at 
Hotel Jefferson today, while can- 
didates for Governor waited to 
speak at a late afternoon session. 

The program also included two 
sessions of voters from the local 
congressional districts during the 
afternoon, for the purpose of 
hearing candidates for Congress- 
men, for Mayor and other local 
and state offices. 

About 900 persons were present, 
with Mrs. George Gellhorn, presi- 
dent of the league, presiding at 
the senatorial luncheon. Sena- 
torial candidates on the luncheon 
program were: Bennett C. Clark, 
incumbent, and Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick, Democrats; Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell, Howard V. 
Stephens, Charles  Rendlen, 
Charles A. Shaw and Charles P. 
Noell, Republicans. 

Some Boos for Clark. 

“T stand on every plank and 
every item of the platform I 
helped adopt last week,” Clark de- 
clared. “Since I have been in the 
Senate, I have never knowingly 
departed from any plank of the 
preceding platform, or personal 
pledges I made to the people of 
Missouri.” 

This evoked some boos from the 
audience, and the chairman had 
to rap for order. 

Clark said he had pledged him- 
self in 1932 to do everything he 
gould to prevent war, and had gup- 
ported the 1940 platform. He said 
there was a difference of opinion 
as to the best means of preventing 
war, and he had opposed some 
measures because he thought they 
would have the effect of hastening 
rather than preventing American 
engulfment in hostilities. 

“When war came without the 
volition of the United States,” he 
continued, “every loyal American 
dismissed from his mind the ques- 
tion of how to stay out and de- 
voted all his energies to winning 
the war.” 

He advocated an international 
organization for prevention of fu- 
ture wars which should operate 
with “the full co-operation and 
leadership of the United States,” 
but added, “I do not believe it is 
possible at this time, in ‘view of 
the international situation, to draw 
a blueprint of the form that or- 
ganization should take,” 

Clark apoke of the problema to 
be solved in reconverting industry 
to peacetime production and pro- 
viding employment for retufning 
soldiers, and praised the Baruch 
report on reconversion. 

McKittrick Stresses Treaty. 

McKittrick asserted that the 
,~most important problem facing 
the nation is a peace treaty which 
will have for its primary objective 
the prevention of future wars. 

“We cannot trace the past with 
satisfaction,” he said. “Our last 
victory was scrapped, which ac- 
tion, to many minds, led us into 
this war. Our gallant armed 
forces will save us in the present 
crisis, but we should be careful 
mot to plunge into other dangers 
by following the America First 
organization and others which 
have and are opposing the Presi- 
dent's foreign policy.” 

McKittrick said that the great- 
est problem on domestic economy 
would be to maintain a high level 
of employment which could be ef- 
fected only through a_ genuine 
spirit of co-operation between gov- 
ernment and private enterprise. 
He said he was a firm believer in 
the justice and practical wisdom 
of collective bargaining, but added, 
“I am unalterably opposed to any 
form of group or individual rack- 
eteering, whether it be on the part 
of labor or employer.” 

Donnell Lists Problems. 

Gov. Donnell said postwar em- 
ployment, financing the rehabilita- 
tion of war veterans and winning 
the peace constituted the three 
principal problems which would 
confront the Senate. 

In providing employment, he as- 
serted, private enterprise should 
play the dominant role and Con- 
gress should provide “supplemen- 
tary” means. He emphasized that 
he did not advocate creation of 
“useless work.” 

It may not be possible to abolish 
war forever, but every effort 
should be made to secure as long 
and lasting a peace as possible, he 
said, adding that this entails “some 
type of international co-operation 
between sovereign nations” which 
will embody treaties. 

Gov, Donnell pointed out that he 
had opposed entrance of this coun- 
try in the League of Nations, but 
had served as chairman of the St. 
Louls World Committee some two 
decades ago, appearing before a 
Menate committee to advocate ad- 
herence to the World Court plan, 

Shaw Warns of Sucker Role. - 

Shaw, commenting on the posi- 
tion that the United States must 
take in international affairs in the 
postwar period, said that this 
cofintry “must assume and main- 
tain a median position, ever eager 


to assume such leadership for ad-| 


Vancement as the other nations 
are willing whole-heartedly to fol- 
low, but steering clear of the naive 
policies which have for years won 
for us the reputation of being the 
great international sucker.” 

Stephens, St. Louis shoe manu- 
facturer, said the real problem of 
the nation was: “How can we 
eliminate mass unemployment and 
still have a lasting and just 
peace?” 

“Much of industry’s postwar 
planning is largely in the conver- 
sational stage,” he went on.

He said the fourth-term cry for 
President Roosevelt, against 
changing horses in the middle of 
the stream, was “invented to dis- 
tract the people and keep them 
from remembering the miserable 
failures, the broken pledges and 
promises of the New Deal — its 
waste and alphabetical confusion, 
its centralization of power at 
Washington, the overreaching of 
the executive branch of our Gov- 
ernment into the legislative branch, 
its seeking to control the Supreme 
Court, extravagant spending of the 
people’s money, bureaucratic con- 
trol of the people, its ruling by 
men and not by law, its disregard

Representative Richard Kleberg, 
and the other is running Repre-

In other races, 10 Texas Con- 
gpresamen were renominated in 
Saturday's voting and at least two 
runoffa for congressional seats 
were indicated in latest returns, 

Capt. John Lyle, a mobile antl- 
aircraft officer in Italy, whose 
friends placed his name on the 
congressional ticket, evidently was 
winner over Kleberg, member of 
the King Ranch family. When 
the Texas Election Bureau 
stopped tabulating votes in the 
Fourteenth District contest early 
yesterday afternoon, Capt. Lyle’s 
count was 19,121 as against 11,336 
for Kleberg. lLyle’s wife was 
active in his campaign. 


Capt. D. S. Meredith Jr., with 
the Army’s Judge Advocate Gen- 
|eral's department in the South Pa- 
cific, was pushing Beckworth in 
‘the Third District, 


Meredith was backed by 10 East 
Texas political leaders and attor- 
neys who stumped the district in 
his behalf under the direction of 
Mrs. Meredith.

ON ARGENTINA HAS

Attitude Settled Upon by 
Republics, He  Indi- 
cates, but Gives No De- 
tails. 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull indicated 
today that the American republics 
had reached general agreement on 
their attitude toward the Govern- 
ment of Argentina, but he declined 
to discuss its details. 

At a press conference, Hull re- 
called that conferences had been 
going on for some time. Recently, 
gzome of the conferring Ministers 
had sought to clarify the situation 
because of confusion created, Hull 
said, by sinister and subversive 
elements. He did not define those 
elements or say in what way they 
had been sinistet and subversive. 

The aim of the policy clarifica- 
tion which Hull indicated had been 
circulated in a memorandum 
among all the American republics 
was to make clear the policy of 
the American nations supporting 
the Allied cause and the policy of 
the American nations supporting 
what Hull called another cause. 


He did not define the other cause.’ 


Not Prepared to Elaborate. 

He added that because of the 
need for keeping in closest touch 
with the other American govern- 
ments he was not prepared now 
to elaborate on what the policy is. 

A reporter, telling Hull that it 
appeared Germans were still kill- 
ing Germans, asked whether Hull 
knew what was happening in Hit- 
ler’s Reich. 

“t wish I did,” the Secretary 
replied. 

Money Parley Hailed. 

The recently concluded United 
Nations monetary conference at 
Bretton Woods, N. H., was hailed 
by Hull as another demonstration 
that peace-loving nations “are 
working together every day and 
every hour.” He issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The successful completion of 
the important work of the Bret- 
ton Woods conference is another 
step toward the goal of the United 
Nations and nations associated 
with them in the war for a peace- 
ful, secure and happy world in 
which all peace-loving nations will 
co-operate for their mutual benefit.

Conscientious Objectors’ Service 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post-Dispatch is to be commend- 
ed for its editorial describing the work 
of the conscientious objectors. 

Among these men are the forest fire 
paratroopers in the West. They have 
been invaluable in helping to prevent 
devastating fires dreaded by forest con- 
servationists, ranchers and lumbermen 
who fear sabotage. 

Some of their other humane serv- 
fees include work and experimental 
projects on dairy farms, in hospitals and 
insane asylums, public health and food 
research, reforestation and road build- 
ing, reclamation of arid land, fish and 
wildlife conservation, and many medical 
research experiments. 

In explaining the position of the con- 
scientious objector, Arthur Morgan 
wrote: “He believes that while war has 
long been a human habit, in the course 
of social evolution it must be replaced 
by reliance on good will as the only 
sound basis for society, and that men 
will respond to good will that has be- 
come plainly evident to them... that 
the example of many individuals per- 
sistently acting in good will for a long 
period will be necessary before nations 
will be ready to rely on good will as a 
national policy.” : 

To spread good will among nations is 
an avowed American policy. It seems 
important, therefore, in the democracies 
to respect and protect a minority who 
are putting into practice not only this 
principle, but one of the oldest of our 
four proud freedoms: liberty of con- 
science.

If St. Louis is to continue its progress and de- 
velopment after the war as a major American 
city— 

If St. Louls is to provide adequate postwar em- 
ployment for demobilized service men and for the 
present employes of war plants— 

Then approval of the $43,527,000 bond issue by 
two-thirds of the voters on Aug. 1 is absolutely 
vital, . 

The program has been planned in accordance 
with the soundest principles for public works. 
Every one of the 11 items is a matter of neces- 


- sity to the health of the city or its safety, to com- 


munication with the country at large or within 
St. Louis, to the recreation and education of the 
people. 

Each of the 11 items, and all the projects they 
include, represent creation of permanent St. 
Louis assets. One of them, the $7,500,000 Water- 
works program, /will be self-liquidating. The oth- 
ers will be paid off gradually on a schedule so 
arranged that Comptroller Nolte, the city’s finan- 
cial watchdog, says the bond issue “will not in- 
crease taxes in any substantial degree, if at all.” 

The public’s general agreement on the neces- 
sity for all these undertakings is shown by the 
fact that there is no open opposition to the bond 
issue, In other years when bond issues were pro- 
posed, property owners have sometimes organized 
to fight what they considered unnecessary spend- 
ing. This time, not a word of that kind is heard. 
Instead, organizations of all varieties—civic, com- 
mercial, labor, political, official and unofficial, 
more than 150 in all—have indorsed the bond 
issue. This universal approval is readily under- 
standable. 

Everyone knows that many needed projects 
have been postponed because of the war, Every- 
one knows that St. Lbuis must launch a major 
job of airport construction if it is to hold its de- 
served position in the world of aviation after the 
war; hence the $9,897,000 item In the bond issue, 
to which will be added funds remaining from the 
1942 bond issue, to make up a $14,000,000 con- 
struction program. 

Everybody knows, too, the need for far-reach- 
ing improvements in the city’s street system, its 
sewer system, its bridges and viaducts, to keep 
up with the needs of increasing use and to pro- 
vide new facilities; hence the bond issue items 
totaling $17,555,000. 

Everybody knows that hospital facilities are in- 
adequate, and their upkeep has been neglected; 
hence the $950,000 proposal, to which will be 
added funds now on hand to make a total of 
$3,350,000. 

Everybody knows that the city’s fire-protection 
facilities are inadequate, and that its fire-police 
telephone and telegraph system needs extensive 
modernization; hence the two items totaling 
$3,000,000. 

The intangibles of city life are important, too. 
St. Louls needs more and better park facilities. 
Its celebrated Zoo needs means for expansion and 
improvement. Its outstanding Art Museum needs 
modernization of its 40-year-old building. Hence 
the three bond issue items that supply the re- 
maining $4,625,000 of the civic program. 

Here is a great opportunity for St. Louisans to 
get their city prepared for postwar progress. It 
is an opportunity to provide a large amount of 
postwar employment, since 60 per cent of the 
whole program will be devoted to wages. 

It is, in short, a program that deserves the ac- 
tive support and the Yes yote of every citizen 
when he goes to the polla a week from Tuesday, 

A fitting slogan for this program is one that 
has not been heard often in these rushing war 
years: Forward, St. Louis! 
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Take a Telegram 

Who decides whether a congratulatory telegram 
shall be sent? FCC barred all telegrams of con- 
gratulation, to ease the congestion of telegraph 
business.

Dewey upon the lat- 
ter’s nomination, Western Union refused it. 

But—and here is the mystery—when President 
Roosevelt sent a congratulatory telegram to his 
running-mate, Senator Truman, Western Union 
accepted it. Still more mysteriously, Western 
Union accepted a congratulatory telegram from 
Vice President Wallace to Senator Truman, though 
they were both in the same city and, very likely, 
in the same building. 

It is understandable that a telegram from the 
President to the monetary conference at Bretton 
Woods was accepted, for Mr. Roosevelt was acting 
in his official eapacity. His telegram to Mr. Tru- 
man, however, was sent in the capacity of a polit- 
ical candidate—as was Mr. Wallace’s to Mr. Tru- 
man—and ag was Mr. Willkie’s rejected telegram 
to Gov, Dewey.

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A Fraud Against Free Elections 

Dirty work in politics is not confined to the 
national scene. Politicking for minor offices can 
give off its bad odors, too. 

Take, for instance, one Fred J. Koenig of St. 

Louis, It is somewhat startling to note that he 
can run for the State Senate even though his own 
power to vote has been removed by the Federal 
Court which heard him plead guilty to the black- 
marketing of liquor. But that anomaly is the least 
of it.

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Clark and the Politicoes 


Because of the nomination of Senator Truman 
for Vice President, Senator Clark’s chances of 
renomination are brightened. This is a strictly 
professional matter. Before Chicago, Truman 
was for Clark, even going so far as to say that 
the President wants him back in the Senate, 
though just why the President should want a po- 
tential Jim Reed is hard to understand. 

Truman as vice-presidential candidate is still 
for Clark and his support now has greatly added 
influence. Bob Hannegan naturally is for Clark, 
because Clark took him out of private life after 
the governorship steal and made him Collector of 
Internal Revenue, from which he graduated to 
the job of Commissioner of Internal Revenue in 
Washington} thence to chairmanship of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. 

Linked so closely to two top men in the Demo- 
cratic party, Clark can beckon more effectively to 
the party leaders of Missouri. These leaders are 
interested in victory and in jobs, rather than in 
principles and issues. If they are on the wrong 
side of the Clark-McKittrick fight, their chances 
of patronage go begging. And—BIG IF—if Tru- 
man should succeed to the presidency, with im- 
mense patronage at his disposal, then the McKit- 
trick leaders, in event of McKittrick’s defeat, 
would indeed be covered with sackcloth and ashes, 

So it is expected that deals will be made, that 
McKittrick leaders will become lukewarm and 


slip, obtrusively or otherwise, to the Clark camp, . 


This intricate and devious political setup is all 
the more reason for the independent-minded citi- 
zen to look sharply at the Clark-McKittrick race 
and to do something about it, namely, go to the 
polls, The reason Clark's atar wag definitely on 
the decline before the Chicago convention is that 
his anti-administration record in the Senate, both 
in foreign and domestic affairs, had cost him 
heavily- in public esteem, That record stands to- 
day just as it stood before Chicago, Clark’s hypoc-

All the reasons for defeating Clark are just 
as they were, with the added reason now that his 
improve® chances represent merely the party 
leaders’ desire for patronage. The party leaders 
will play their own game. The public should play 
its game, which is not a game at all, but a ques- 
tion of good government, 

Does Missouri want in the Senate a man of 
Clark’s record and of his potential capacity for 
doing evil so far as wrecking a decent postwar 
settlement is concerned? We believe the question 
answers itself. 
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Mr. Churchill’s Caution 


Winston Churchill has seen the frustration of 
too many high hopes to give way, except on rare 
occasions, to outbursts of optimism. Now, with 
Nazis and old-line militarists busy bombing and 
liquidating one another, and thus signaling to 
the world the internal crumbling of Germany, 
Churchill naturally rejoices at this boost for the 
Allies, but his comment ia carefully guarded. 

He does not say, as less responsible spokesmen 
assert, that the feud means Germany will quit the 
war in a few weeks. His measured opinion is that 
“the war might come to an end earlier than we 
have a right to say.” 

It may be that the outbreak in Germany does 
mean an early finish to the war. 

On the other hand, a dispatch by Richard L. 
Stokes today says that Nazi prisoners in France 
declare the war will be fought with greater fury 
from now on, It would be folly to expect quick 
victory, or for either soldiers or civilians to relax 
at their weapons or at their machines of produc- 
tion. The best policy is to hope with Churchill 
for quick victory, and to go on with alf our efforts 
just as if Hitler were still Fuehrer of all Germany 


in fact as well as in name.

A Whitewash for the Wehrmacht 


Hitler is responsible for the German defeats 
and the huge losses of men and equipment in 
Russia, says Gen, Edmund Hofmeister, captured 
Tank Corps commander, in a statement pub- 
lished by Moscow newspapers. There is probably 
a great deal of truth in this, but there is also 
a plain attempt to save the face of the Wehrmacht 
and the older military leaders. And this may be 
dangerous to the hopes of future peace. 

After the last war, Germans were told that 
their army had not been defeated in battle; it had 
been betrayed by a “stab in the back” from the 
home front. Millions at last were convinced 
by Hitler that Germany could win “next time” if 
the home front held firm. 

If the theory gains ground among Germans 
after this war that they would have won had it 
not been for Hitler’s mistakes, the officer group’s 
prestige will be unimpaired, dnd the stage will 
be set for a new rise of militarism. 

The only way to convince the German people 
that war does not pay is for the Allies to inflict 
such an all-out defeat upon them as to remove all 
doubt that, Hitler or no Hitler, their armed 
forces were overwhelmed by superior strength 
and skill. And the only way to prevent the mili- 
tary caste from plotting World War III is to see 
that its poisonous influence is permanently re- 
moved from the German scene, 
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As Nazi Desperation Grows

Faced with a defeat which for them can mean only death, the Nazis 
are apparently determined to make good their threat to take 
Europe down in blood and destruction with them; writer urges 
protest, whether it is hopeless or not, against their murder of Jews.

The unforeseen and the unbelievable has 
happened to Germany. Disasters like Stal- 
ingrad, the collapse of Italy, the terrible 
bombing of Germah cities, the invasion of 
France, have filled the land with ever- 
deepening gloom and foreboding. But noth- 
ing in the course of the war has had any- 
thing like the impact of the arrival of the 
Russians at the doors of the Reich itself. 


This is the “outrage” that evokes the 
note of hysterical panic never heard be- 
fore in broadcasts from Berlin. 

The people long ago gave up hope of 
victory. They accepted the idea steadily 
dinned into their ears by Dr. Goebbels that 
the only alternative to extermination was 
to hold out to the death. But this last 
stand was always to be made outside the 
gates of the Fatherland. They never ex- 
pected “the holy German land” to be in- 
vaded, 


In the consternation and terror they now 
express, it is evident that they thought to 
the last either that the Russians would 
stop at their strategic frontiers or that 
the Western powers would do something 
to prevent the Red armies from reaching 
Berlin, 


The current broadcasts sound like the 
bellow of a-beast at bay. 


Twilight of the Nazi Gods 


It has frequently been predicted that in 
the finale of his Goetterdaemmerung, Hit- 
ler would try to play the role of Samson 
and bring down all of Efirope with him, 

If the prophets were correct, the finale 
is at hand, for this is exactly what the 
Nazis openly threaten to do. To keep the 
“Russian flood” from their “loved ones at 
home,” says an official spokesman, they 
are ready to “turn this Continent into a 
maelstrom of destruction where only one 
cry is heard—the cry of blood.” 

It is hard to imagine that the Nazis in 
their desperation, would wreak more death 
and destruction—in the lands outside Ger- 
many, of course—than they have already 
wrought. 

Millions of human beings have perished 
at their will, not in battle alone but before 
firing squads, in prison camps, in hun- 
dreds of murdered villages like Lidice, Dis- 
tono and Oradour-sur-Glane, in the ghettos, 
box cars and slaughter-houses where the 
Jews were hunted to death. Even the ruin 
of German cities is on their head. 

What worse can they do? In the Nazi 
hierarchy and the Gestapo, we are dealing 
with reckless and cornered men, aware 


that they are doomed. For them military 
defeat is not just unconditional surrender; 
it is death. 


The thought that they can do worse, and 
that nothing can move them, causes a kind 
of paralysis in the humane impulse. The 
conviction that only a complete victory in 
the field can put an end to the Nazi terror 
makes all efforts to save their victims seem 
futile and hopeless. Yet now more than 
ever we must do our utmost to save what 
we can. Every new atrocity lays a new 
burden on the heart and conscience of the 
world. 


Hopeless or not, humanity has to assert 
itself for its own sake. The worst thing 
the Germans could do is to dehumanize 
other people and silence the voices that 
protest against cruelty and injustice. If 
they stifle moral indignation, they destroy 
more than cities or nations; they win their 
war against the spirit of man, 


Threat of Extermination 


Hopeless or not, the world has to cry 
out against the awful fate that threatens 
the Jews in Hungary, for instance. And 
it is not hopeless. It must count in the 
score of Hungary that, until the Germans 
took control, it was the last refuge in Cen- 
tral Europe for the Jews able to escape 
from Germany, Austria, Poland and Ro- 
mania. 

Now these hapless people are exposed 
to the same ruthless policy of deportation 
and extermination that was carried out in 
Poland, 

But as long as they exercised any au- 
thority in thelr-own house, the Hungarians 
tried to protect the Jews. Pius XII now 
addresses an urgent appeal to Aim, Horthy 
and instructs Cardinal Seredi of Budapest 
to intervene in behalf of the Jews of Hun- 
gary. 

It is not hopeless, because we can still 
count on forces of Christianity and hu- 
manity inside Europe to resist Nazi fury. 
Now Turkey seems to be edging into the 
war, thus opening a way out for the satel- 
lite atates. Now the Russians are driving 
westward, German power is no longer su- 
preme, 

To give up these fellow creatures who 
are in the power of the enemy is to accept 
a form of defeat. Not only to save them 
from death and give courage to the people 
who defy the Nazis, but to save ourselves 
from ignominy, we have to raise our voices 
for the persecuted and keep on trying by 
all means to rescue them.

How Fascism W on in Argentina 
Is Related in Reporter s Diary 


(Random 


“Argentine Diary,’’ 
House, New York.) 
After reading this book, one must con- 

clude that Col. Peron’s recent statement 

about arming Argentina for the future was 
not just idle talk. 

Argentina's Government and ita relation 
to inter-American co-operation pose many 
queationsa which vitally affect thia country. 
Is Argentina really Fascist? Does the mill- 
tary clique have actual control, or is it 
merely the facade for a power behind the 
throne? Ray Josephs, a reporter for PM, 
Variety and the Chicago Sun, gives the 
answers to these and other important ques- 
tions in his day-by-day account of political 
events in Argentina from January, 1943, 
to February, 1944.

In a brief background, which does not, 
however, emphasize sufficiently that Ar- 
gentina was one of the few countries in 
Latin America where democracy really had 
a chance, the author describes the over- 
throw of President Irigoyen in 1930. and 
the factors which made possible the com-~ 
ing of the present regime. 

The “Colonels’ Clique,” that small group 
of army officers, rose to power because it 
had a plan and was ready for concerted 
action when the opportunities presented 
themselves. When Josephs arrived in Ar- 
gentina, the Colonels were in the process 
of entrenching themselves. They did this 
by dismissing outstanding pro-democratic 
university professors, closing Congress, 
suppressing political parties and playing 
up anti-Semitism. The last project was 
carried out under the direction of Hugo 
Wast, well-known Argentine novelist. 

Col. Peron early claimed for himself one 
of the most strategic positions in the Gov- 
ernment, that of the Minister of Labor, and 
brought the workers under his control. His 
gang of thugs saw to it that no public 
meetings took place without his approval. 

The question of a final break with the 
Axis was, of course, of paramount impor- 
tance. When President Ramirez, pulled by 
arguments pro and con, ultimately made 
the decision to stand with the other Amer- 
ican republics, the Colonels were powerful 
enough to force hig resignation and place 
Farrell, their figurehead, in power.

During all this time, pro-Nazi newspapers 
were allowed complete freedom (Senator 
Butler will be happy to learn that this 
press was able to use his distorted report 
on Latin America for its own purpose), 
while the pro-democratic press was effec- 
tively supervised. 

The Army today is in complete control 
of prosperous Argentina. It gained power 
by making use of the typical weapons of 
Fascism, and because armies have tradi- 
tionally played a large part in Latin Amer- 
ican politics, 

Here, then, along with Allan Chase's 
“Falange”’ and articles by Betty Kirk and 
Heinz Eulau, is a primer on Fascism in 
this hemisphere. It is to be hoped that 
Americans, North and South, read the book.

History of the War’s Fourth Year 


“The War: Fourth Year” (Oxford) is a 
considerably larger volume than its three 
predecessors in this valuable series. Cover- 
ing the period from October, 1942, to Sep- 
tember, 1943, it has better news to report 
than any of the others. The author, Edgar 
McInnis of the University of Toronto, car 
ries his serial story forward, from the in- 
vasion of North Africa to the surrender of 
Italy, in lucid and lively style. There is a 
well-written introduction by Viscount 
Wavell. The series’ usefulness grows with 
each volume, and its importance to any 
war reference shelf is obvious, 
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The Coming German Civil War. 


Ter broadcasts by Hitler, Goering and Doenitz make it clear that

and the Nazi leaders. The attempt 


on Hitler’s life was manifestly not the act of a small band of assas- 


sins, It was a big inside job. 


Hitler himself described it as 
similar to the coup which over- 
threw Mussolini. It is evident 
from his reference “to usurpers,” 
and from the orders issued by 
Goering to the German Air Force, 
that this was, perhaps still is, an 
attempt to set up a new govern- 
ment. 


The authors of the attempt must 
have been powerful and numerous. 
For only important members of 
the German Army could have got 
through to the kind of meeting 
where the attack was launched. 

On the other hand, it is a rea- 
sonable inference that this is not 
a clear-cut struggle between the 
Army and the Nazi hierarchy. For 
if it were, if the Army were united, 


the Nazis would easily have been 


arrested or killed. 
A Split in the Army. 


The lines of conflict run through 
the Army, which is itself partly 
but not completely Nazified. If 
this is a correct inference, it is 
very important. For it does not 
foreshadow the elimination of a 
few Nazis, and then the appear- 
ance of a German Badoglio, some 
German General expecting to be 
treated as the representative of 
a purged and regenerated Ger- 
many. 

Hitler’s support within the Ger- 
man Army and the German nation 
is much deeper than Mussolini’s 
ever was in Italy, and it is reason- 
ably certain that we are seeing 
now the beginning of a German 
civil war. 


There are powerful forces on 
both sides. The Nazis are not 
just a clique that can be ousted 
without a fierce struggle; neither 
are the instigators of the revolt 
the “extremely small clique” which 
Hitler said they were.

\Ing has to place all formations in- 
side the Reich under his own per- 
sonal orders and that of his new 
appointee, Col. Gen. Stumpf, when 
‘he has to announce that “dispatch 
flights”, which presumably mean 
‘carrying messages to the com- 
mands, “can be carried out only 
with my or his permission”?

To Stave Off Disaster. 


It has long been highly probable 
that when Germany was con- 
fronted with military disaster, the 
old Army would attempt to save 
itself and Germany by throwing 
overboard Hitler and the Nazis.

A reduction of 45.to 50 per cent 
in electric rates for industrial con- 
sumers in St. Louis would result

The book is to be entitled “Thirty

removed in the west. 

By July 18, two days before the 
bomb incident, the Himmler affair 
was apparently coming to a head. 
On that day, six German officers 
were killed in a pistol fight in 
Athens, at a conference called to 
consider “matters of high policy.” 
What these matters were becomes 
clear in the light of reports from 
usually reliable neutral sources

It 
may have been a desperate at- 
tempt on the part of a cliqte of 
army officers to prevent that ele- 
vation. But its result was the ap- 
pointment of Himmler, not to 
‘complete authority over the army, 
but to the command of all armed 
within Germany itself. At 
so the matter is reported 
for the time being. 

Himmler does not yet—appar- 
_ently—have control of the troops at 
_the front. But he is a man greedy 
for power, and able to make the 
most of Hitler’s necessities; if he

N egg casserole, such as we 
A Geser! e in the recipe below, 

is well adapted to either chil- 
dren or adults, between the ages 
of one and ninety. It’s full of vita- 
mins, proteins and minerals and 
should be very easily digested if 
care is taken in the cooking of 
the eggs. For tender, very easily 
digested hard-cooked eggs it is 
most important to cook the eggs 
below the boiling point. Cooking 
at simmering for 20 minutes is 
necessary to obtain an egg cooked 
to the point where it will cut in 
half neatly. 

Egg Casserole. 

Four tablespoons margarine, one 
cup diced celery, two tablespoons 
minced onion, one tablespoon 
green pepper, three tablespoons 
flour, one teaspoon galt, one and 
one-half cups milk, two table- 


spoons chopped parsley, six hard- 


cooked eggs, two tablespoons 
melted margarine, one slice bread, 
cubed. Melt margarine in sauce- 
pan; add celery, onion and green 
pepper and saute for five minutes. 
Add the flour and salt and blend 
well. Gradually add the milk. 
Bring to a simmer over low heat 
and cook for two minutes, stirring 
constantly. Add the parsley and 
pour sauce over the eggs which 
have been cut in half crosswise 
and placed in the bottom of a 
buttered five-cup casserole. Toss 
the bread cubes in the melted 
margarine. Sprinkle on. top of 
casserole, Bake at 400 degrees F. 
for 15 minutes. Serve immediately.

Sliced oranges, six chilled; crisp

teaspoons salt. Bake at 350 de- 
grees for one hour; escalloped po- 
tatoes, slice one and one-half 
pounds potatoes; bring to a boil in 
milk to cover, Add seasonings and 
margarine to taste. Turn into a 
buttered casserole and bake until 
done, about 30 minutes; buttered 
Swiss chard, two pounds; cabbage 
salad, three cups shredded cab- 
bage, one tablespoon green pepper, 
four radishes, sliced thin, four 
tablespoons boiled salad dressing, 
mixed with four tablespoons may- 
onnaise, salt and pepper to taste; 
bread, eight slices French bread: 
blackberry pudding, sift together 
one and one-half cups sifted flour 
and three teaspoons baking pow- 
der. Cream one-fourth cup shorten- 
ing and one-half cup sugar. Add 
one-third teaspoon galt, one egg; 
beat well. Add one-half cup milk 
alternately with the sifted flour 
mixture. Place one pint blackber- 
ries in the bottom of a greased, 
eight by eight by two-inch pan 
and pour batter over them. Serve 
with lemon sauce, Butter or forti- 
fied margarine used on all breads. 
Include in today’s menus, milk to 
drink: Four cups for children;

The Doctor 
On Pattern 
Of Growth 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE normal unfolding, growth 
and development of the child’s 
body, from birth to adoles- 


cence, follows an average standard . 


pattern. The plans, the specifica- 
tions of this pattern are remark- 
ably rigid for the normal average 
individual. 

It may seem to va widely 
from person to person. ere are 
those who are destined to be short 

eople and those who are destined 

o be tall, fat, medium and lean. 
But granted that you can’t lay 
down any mathématical rules for 
those types, all of them maintain 
quite exact body proportions and 
rate of growth. 

One fellow may be four feet, 
eight and another six feet two, 
but in both of them if the arms 
are stretched out, and measure- 
ments made from finger tip to 
finger tip it will be exactly the 
same as the height, and the meas- 
urement of the length of the legs, 
from heel to the symphysis, the 
bone in the center of the body in 
front, is the same as from sym- 
physis to the top of the head. In 
other words, no matter what the 
size of the person the proportions 
are kept the same. And, tall or 
short, the rate of growth of bone, 
the age at which the bones are 
laid down is the same,.

THIS PHENOMENON of basic 
growth is controlled largely by 
two of the ductless glands—the 
thyroid and pituitary. Their influ- 
ence is exerted on the bones and 
can be seen and adjudged by the 
xray. ° 

Parents who know a little amat- 
tering of this by having read some 
of the popular accounts of the 
ductless glands in current litera- 
ture are always fussing and won- 
dering whether to give one or the 
other of their children some gland 
extracts to make it grow or to 
stop it growing, or to make it thin 
or fat, as the case may be. 

There is just a grain or two 
of reason in these ideas, enough 
to make them worth considera- 
tion in some cases, but such treat- 
ment should be given or with- 
held in accordance with a full 
knowledge of the subject and com- 
mon sense. 

In the first place, slight devia- 
tions from the rigid pattern which 
I have laid down are not of con- 
sequence and should not be inter- 
fered with by artificial feeding of 
giand extracts. One boy may 
shoot up and seem to be all legs. 
Undoubtedly there is for a time 


‘in his body an over-secretion of 


the pituitary, but before long Na- 
ture gets control and slows the 
pituitary down and he winds up a 
normal, average pattern, Or this 
other one ia definitely short and 
doesn't grow rapidly in the growth 
time period of adolescence. Very 
likely the thyroid has slowed up. 
But then old Mother Nature wakes 
up and given the thyroid a jog and 
the little fellow suddenly within a 
year catches up with all his com- 
panions of the same age. These 
experiences are so common that 
you can see examples of them 
around you every day.

JUST WHEN, or at what point, 
these allowable divergences go 
over into the definitely pathologic 
where treatment by gland ex- 
tracts is indicated is a matter of 
judgment. One test if any parent 
is puzzled is to take an Xray of 
the wrist and see the bone age as 
shown by ossification of the carpal 
bones. These little bones begin to 
ossify at very definite dates on 
the normal, average and the real 
age of the child (not the time 
age) is shown here best. 

If the bone age is behind the 
time age and if the child is stunted 
in growth the use of thyroid ex- 
tract does wonders, 

Lessened thyroid secretion takes 
many different forms in childhood 
and does not show up as the clas- 
sical cretinoid individual in any 
but a few instances. If a child 
seems backward mentally, or gains 
weight at the expense of height 
anywhere from the ages of three 
to eight, it is good sense to deter- 
mine its bony development by 
the Xray and if this indicates the 
necessity, to exhibit thyroid ex- 
tract. It should be spotted in 
childhood because later is too late.

Nowadays @ “conspiracy of si- 
lence” usually concerns adverse 
happenings In the war, and ta on 
the ground of avoiding aid to the 
enemy.

UPLICATE players often mar- 
vel that on a certajn board one 
declarer has managed to take 
two or three tricks more than the 
rest of the field. Well, here is one 
sound explanation:

At all eight tables South became 
declarer at a four spade contract, 
usually via the simple bidding: 
one spade by South, three spades 
by North, four spades by South. 

In every case West opened the 
club queen and East captured the 
king. The club return was ruffed, 
the outstanding trumps were 
drawn in two leads, and seven de- 
clarers then finessed against the 
queen of diamonds. Sometimes this 
proved fg@tal to the contract: in 
other cases 10 tricks still were 
Made because these particular 
South players then took another 
finesse against the diamond 10 
instead of trying to drop that card 
in atreight leads,

The eighth declarer, like the 
others, saw that if the diamond 
queen lay exactly twice guarded 
in East's hand (he already had 
played the ace and the 10 had not 
appeared), it would be easy to run 
the entire suit, discarding a heart 
from dummy, but he further saw 
that this precise position Of dia- 
monds was extremely unlikely. 
Therefere, he decided to use a 
safety play for the contract itself. 
He continued with the diamond 
king after the ace, intending, if 
the queen did not fall, to enter 
dummy and lead toward the jack. 
He was rewarded lavishly when 
the queen fell from West, since 
he then could enter dummy, 
finesse freely for the diamond 10, 
and discard a heart from d 
without giving up a diamond trick.
